“The identification was accidental, al- 
though it came as a result of our closely 
followed plan,’ said Mr. Minster Monday. 

“It is our custom to have photographs 
and measurements taken of every bank 
burglar arrested, and to have them for- 
warded to William:«A. Pinkerton, one of 
the principals of the agency in New York. 

“When ‘Gorney’ was arrested at Paola 
he was photographed and measured, and 
the photograph and measurements were 
sent to Mr. Pinkerton. 

“The data réached New York in the reg- 
Ular course of the mails Saturday. Mr. 
Pinkerton has on his desk a photograph of 
Rudolph, which I suppose he has studied 
a thousand times. As soon as he saw the 
photograph of ‘Gorney’ he was impressed 


with its resemblance to that of Rudolph, 


and studied it more closely. 
“He became positive of the identification 


and wired Superintendent Bush of the Kan- 


sas City office, who was closest to Lansing, 
to proceed at once to the penitentiary. 
“Superintendent Bush got to Lansing 


_ within a short while, and was equally post- 


tive in his identification. He wired the 
fact to Mr. Pinkerton, and the result was 
that Mr. Pinkerton at once wired to me} 
the telegram, which I gave. to the’ Post- 
Dispatch Saturday night, that ‘Gorney’ 
was Rudolph, and wae ‘fully identified.’ 

“The only weak place in the identification 
is the fact that Bush had never ‘seen Ru- 
dolph, and identified him from photographs 
and descriptions. 

“If Sheriff Bruch and the men whom we 
are sending up there today say the pris- 
oner is Rudolph the last vestige of doubt 
will be removed.”’ 

The question of how “Gorney’” will be 
brought back to Missouri if he proves to 
be Rudolph is not agitating the Missouri 
officials. It is stated that there is little 
doubt of the willingness of the Kansas 
executive to surrender him for trial on 
the greater offense, and that this can be 
done without running risk of his escape 
from punishment.

Assistant Circuit Attorney W. Scott Han- 
cock and Grandjuror W. M. O’Brien, desir- 
ous of seeing for themselves the gambling 
and excise violations, started out Satur- 
dzy night with two guides in the “‘ten- 
derloin.’’ 

Within an hour from the starting time 
the night’s program was suddenly brought 
to a close by the departure of Messrs. Han- 
cock and O’Brien, who were shocked at the 
disclosures of the brief tour. 

The party was formed at a downtown 
cigar store at 11:30 p. m. 

The route which it was proposed to fol- 
low took in the large gambling houses in 
the business district and visits to the 
dancehalls and saloons which are nightly 
running after 1 o'clock a. m. in disregard 
of gambling and excise laws. 

A hurried call at 510 Market street, which 
was exposed in Thursday’s Post-Dispatch 
along with other gambling rooms, brought 
to light nothing more than darkness in the 
small rear room which had been used for 
poker and dice. 


Gamblers Had 
Been “Tipped Off.” 


The ever vigilant lookout was on duty, 
however, and not recognizing the party as 
“safe,” lost no time in putting the knowl- 
edge that there was something adrift, in 
spots where it would be most welcome. 

Passing out Market street to the Ohio, a 
saloon and music hall at Seventh and Mar- 
ket streets, Mr. Hancock was attracted by 
the music plainly heard upon the sidewalk 
as the ever busy door opened and closed. 

This saloon figures in the City Hall police 
eourt at every sitting as the point where 
idlers, thieves and pickpockets are cor- 
ralled.

Private Secretary Dover says the senator 
is still alive, but is sinking lower and low- 
er. It is only due to oxygen and stimu- 
lants that life exists. 

After an anxious night Senator Hanna's 
life this morning hung only by a thread. 
His pulse was so feeble as to barely 
noticeable and the members of his family 
gathered at the bedside waiting the dread 
summons of death, 

All day yesterday and most of last night 
it was felt that the senator's condition 
had reached an acute stage, and his family 
made preparations for the worst. 

Becoming exhausted through ceaselss 
watching and waiting they tired late in the 
night, but at 4 o'clock this morning, fol- 
lowing a sinking spell which made it ap- 
parent that the distinguished patient was 
nearing his end, the family were aroused 
and entered the sick chamber. 

In the meantime messages were sent to 
Gov. Herrick, Gen. Dick, Senators Scott 
and Kittredge, William Nelson Cromwel 
and others, advising of Mr. Hanna's critical 
condition, and shortly thereafter they had 
essembled In a rocm adjacent to that in 
which the senator lay.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 15.—Unquestion- 
ably Senator Hanna's illness is complicat- 
ed with an affection of the kidneys and 
with an impaired liver. The doctors re- 
frain from mentioning these complications 
in the bulletins and have talked very 
guardedly of them in conversation with 
friends of the family. 

The fight for the senator's Hfe all Sun- 
day was a repetition of these terrible 
hours of Friday. 

“Breathe, breathe, breathe.”’ was the cry 
of the doctors heard through the Hanna 
apartments as they worked over his body 
and summoned him to give his feeble aid. 

Oxygen was more or less constantly 
forced into his lunes and his arms and 
upper body were subjected to hard pump- 
‘ing and rubbing. 

During the lust few days Mr. Hanna's 
fight for life has been typical of the man. 
At first he had little Interest in his cage, 
but when he found he had typhoid fever 
he used all his great will power to com- 
bat the disease. He.fought stubbornly, 
discussed every phase of the disease with 
the doctors when he could talk and re- 
fused to succumb to pain and weakness 
that would have prostrated and killed a 
weaker and less determined man. 

At 9 oclock last night it was said he 
would die before midnight. The family 
gathered in a room next to the sick room 
prepared for the last summons at any 
time.

"NEW" SWEETENER VERY OLD 


Discovery Announced hg an Iowa Cc!- 
lege First Made by Accident 
22 Years Ago. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DES MOINES, Io., Feb. 15.—The remark- 
able preparation of saccharine discovered 
by the students in the chemical department 
of Cornell college at Mount Vernon is 
none the less wonderful because investi- 
gation shows it to be 22 years old. . 

The substance is remarkable for its 
sweetness, having 550 times the sweeten ng 
power of the best cane sugar. It is a coal 
tar product, being a combination of sul- 
phuric acid and toluene, the latter ob- 
tained from coal tar, These are other in- 
gredients. 

This extremely interesting substance was 
first made in the chemical laboratory of 
John Hopkins university, about 22 years 
ago. Prof. Remsen was at work upon an 
unknown substance with a Russian student 
named Pahlberg. 

While ae notes the student touched 
his tongue with a pencil that had been 
accidentally dipped in a solution of the 
substances. Thus accidentally was its 
wonderful sweetness discovered. Its use at 
once became general in the German army 
as a sweetener instead of sugar to econo- 
mize baggage. It is now used by nearly 
all the armies of Europe.

SHOUL, Feb. 12.—(Delayed in Transmis- 
sion.)—The following account of the battle 
off Chemulpo, which resulted in the loss of 
the Russian cruiser Variag and the gunboat 
Korietz, has reached here: 

During the night of February 8, the Jap- 
anese landed 1300 men at Chemulpo and, on 
the morning of the 9th,. three Japanese 
cruisers, four gunbaats and eight torpedo 
buat destroyers under command of Admiral 
Uriu, approached the harbor, but did not 
enter. 

The Korietz and ne were lying in 
the harbor. The Japanese admiral gave 
them until noon to come out. Both Rus- 
sian vessels cleared for action. All the 
shipping in the harbor was notified by Ad- 
miral Uriu to get out of the firing line. 

There was in the harbor also the British 
cruiser Talbot, the French cruiser Pascal, 
the Italian cruiser Elba and the United 
States gunboat Vicksburg. 

The Variag signalled the Talbot and an 
officer from the British cruiser went on 
board, but left soon. 


Shortly after the Variag and Korietz, 
with the colors streaming from their rig- 
ging and their bands playing the national 
anthem, steamed out of the harbor, going 
to certain death as to a holiday. 

The crews of the ships in the harbor

the Japanese threw a shot across their 
bows, but they did not stop. .

The Japanese followed almost to the en- 
trance of the harbor, firing on the Variag 
which had a heavy list to port and was 
evidently in a sinking condition. 

The Korietz was practically untouched. 

The Variag lost 3 men and seven of- 
ficers killed and 42 wounded. 


Count Muro was killed on the bridge, 

About 600 shots were fired in ali, but 
the firing was not very accurate and the 
Variag was hit in only six places. One 
shot which struck her on the waterline 
amidships wrecked one of her engines. 
When the Russians anchored off the en- 
trance to the harbor, the British cruiser 
sent four hospital boats on board with a 
doctor and nurse. The Unite@ States gun- 
boat Vicksburg also sent thrée.boats with 
surgical assistance. 

The Koriétz was abandoned at 3:38 p. m., 
her crew going on board the Pascal, and at 
8:57 p. m., she blew up with a terrific ex- 
plosion. 

The Variag was abandoned soon after- 
ward, her officers deeming her situation 
hopeless. Her dead were left on board. 

The crew of the Variag went on board 
the Talbot, the Pascal and Elba. Some also 
went to the Vicksburg. 

The Variag burned until 6 p. m., with fre- 
quent explosions as the flames iginited her 
ammunition. She sank turning over to 
port as she went down. The Russians 
eventually went from the Pascal to the 
steamship Sungaii. 

iA Russian officer told the captain of 
the Vicksburg that he had come to ask 
asylum for one night only. 

The Japanese casualties are not known, 
but it is rumored that one torpedo boat 
destroyer was sunk during the action.

Settlement’’---Confidence in Secretary Hay 
---Russia No Less Our Friend Than Japan.

NEW YORK, Feb. l'.—Away from the 
voices that shrieked ghastly details of 


Asiatic war through the streets of New 
York, I sat in the pleasant gloom of An- 
drew Carnegie’s library and listened to 
the man who is building the international 
temple of peace at The Hague. He talked 
of the conflict, but sadly, as one who 
knows how much greater are the victories 
of peace than the victories of war—and his 
anxiety seemed to be that the United 
States should not forget her moral leader- 
ship among tfie nations, but remain the 
one great neutral force in the _ world, 
avoiding all temptations, sentimental or 
practical, to enter into alliances or create 
enemies. 

“T have read with deep regret expressions 
of antagonism to Russia recently made,” 
he said. “This seems to me to be a time 
to remember that she has always been our 
friend. This was especially notable and 
especially valuable during the civil war, 
when the republic needed friends. Her 
sale to us of her North American posses- 
sions was an example which no other Eu- 
ropean power has seen fit to follow. In 


saying this, I have nothing but kindly 
feelings for Japan. 

“I deplore this war, for the sake of both 
parties to it. We may rest assured that 
the Emperor who induced the nations to 
establish The Hague tribunal did his best 
to prevent the outburst. His reluctance 
and hesitation to shed blood have rendered 
him perhaps open to the charge of having 
thereby disadvantaged his country. Better 
this, however, than if he had laid -him- 
self open to the charge of precipitancy. 


We Should 


Remember Russia. : 

“We should remember that Russia has 
built through her own territory to the Pa- 
cific Ocean a railroad 6000 miles long, with 
a branch thro#gh Manchuria to the Yellow 
Sea—a gigantic work, which she has done 
all by herself. Whatever may be the re- 
sults of the war, in the interests of civil- 
ization and of European influence in the 
East, surely this line must be maintained. 
lt will bring the wheat of Siberia to south- 
ern Asia, including Corea and alleviate the 
terrible famines with which that part of 
the world is sometimes afflicted. 

“From every point of view, this immense 
line marks a step forward in the devel- 
opment of the far East and is of world- 
wide consequence. 

“I. think it becomes the republic to main-

As soon as the body was prepared for 
burial it was taken from the bedroom on 
the second floor, where Mr. Lemp died, to 
the south parlor, near the beautiful con- 
servatories, from which palms and potted 
plants were taken to decorate the rooms for 
the services. re 

Sunday, after a consultation with the 
friends of the family and the business as- 
sopciates of Mr, Lemp, the arrangements 
for the funeral were announced. 

After the employes left the residence 
those intimately acquainted with the fam- 
ily were admitted for the simple services. 

Delegations were present from Col. 
Hassendeubel Post, G. A. R., and from the 
Concordia Turnverein and Liederkranz so- 
cleties.

Late estimates of Mr. Lemp’s fortune 
do not change the figures given by the 
Post-Dispatch Saturday and Sunday. The 
Lemp brewing plant is valued at $6,000,000 
or more. ‘The other investments are near- 
ly an @qual amount. It is understood that 
his will, made several months ago, leaves 
the bulk of his property to his widow and 
children, with minor bequests for such 
charities as he had helped during his life. 

Adolphus Busch, who was one of Mr. 
Lémp’ s closest friends, was also associated 
with him in tmany enterprises outside of 
the William J. Lemp Brewing Co. They 
are reputed to have been largely interested 
together in St. Louis investments, and Mr. 
Busch was a heavy stockholder in ice 
plants and breweries in which Mr. Lemp 
was interested in Texas and other parts of 
the Southwest.

Sev- 
eral senators have died since then but not 
in Washington, and not while Congress was 
In session. 

The Senate will annoint a large committee 
to go to Cleveland. to attend the funeral 
there and the House will also appoint a 
committee, althourh the House will walt 
on the action of the Senate. 

The entire Republican delegation from 
Ohio will attend the funeral and probab'y 
most of the Democrats. These arrange- 
ments have been discussed tentatively.

PRISONER ANGRILY DENIES 
THAT HE IS BILL RUDOLPH,

LANSING, Kan., Feb. 15.—The peniten- 
tiary prisoner identified by the Nitidiand 
as “Bill’’ Rudolph, the Union Bank rob- 
ber and murderer of Detective Schumach- 
er, who escaped from the St, Louis jaf] 
after a melodramatic dash for liberty, was 
sullen this morning. 

When the Post-Dispatch correspondent 
was admitted to the prison, Rudolph—or 
‘Charles Gorney,”’ as he gives his name— 
was still agleep in his cell, No, 11, in the 
east wing of the prison. Since Saturday 
he had been interviewed by numerous 
detectives, prison officials and newspaper 
men, and was not in a good humor. 

As he approached the door of his cell, 
he looked angry enough to fight 

“Hello, Rudolph,” was the greeting 
given him. 

‘That is not my name, and I don’t know 
you,"’ said the prisoner very deliberately. 

“Where have you been since you got 
away from St. Louls’’ was asked, 

‘You are mistaken in your man,” he an- 
swered, “I ag: from Minnesota, and came 
to Kansas about a month ago. I have 
never been in St. Louis.” , 

‘“‘Hgve’ you heard from your pals lately?” 

‘“T haven’t any pals.”’ 

‘Have you heard from Collins since he 
was sentenced to be hanged?’’ 

“IT don’t know Collins, oranything about 
him; and I don’t know anything about any 
robbery like the ‘one they are trying to 
chargg me with.”

If ‘“Gorney’ is not Rudolph, the Bertillon 
system Of measurements and the art of 
photography are not to be relied upon. The 


prisoner has the same determined mouth, 
the half-closed eyes, the mole on the up- 
es lip, and the “cowlick” at the top of 
iis forehead, as are given as distinguish- 
ing marks of Rudolph. * 

He is slightly under the height given as 
that of Rudolph, and had, when admitted 
to the prison, a small mustache, probably 
two months old. The discrepancy in height 
may be due to an error in measurement. 

He says he is 29 years old, and does 
not look much younger; Rudolph is de- 
scribed as 21 years old, and looking 26. 

The bridge work named as a Rudolph 
characteristic is missing in the case of the 
prisoner, but the possibility of this change 
being made was mention in the Pinker- 
ton circular sent out to prison officials 
immediately after his escape. 

When the man was recevide at the peni- 
tentiary his hair was long and parted on 
the left side, not in the middie, as Ru- 
dolph's photographs show was his custom. 
The distinguishing “cowlick” was plainly 
in evidence, however. s 

“Charles Gorney” was brought to Lan- 
sing at noon last Thursday, and was en- 
tered on the prison registry by the name 
he gave to the officiais. He was asked who 
was his “best friend.’’ He refused to an- 
swer, and the space on the register oppo- 
site that question was left unfilled. 

He began his indeterminate sentence of 
five to ten years Friday morning, being put 
to work in the coal m'ne of the prison. 

The penitentiary offiolals had no idea of 
his resemblance to Rudolph until Superin- 
tendent Bush of the Pinkerton agency at

\MANCHURIA SPLENDID PRIZE OF COMBAT 
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A Vast, Fertile Country With Mineral Wealth, a Fair Climate and Plenty 
of Facilities for Communication —The Home of the Ruling Dy- 


nasty of China—Port Arth 


ur the Key to the Conquest 


and Possession of the Country. 


Manchuria, the scene of the greater bat- 
ties in the eastern war as at preseit 
planned, is a mountainous province of the 
Chinese empire as large as all our New 
England and middle states, with Colorado 
thrown in. Its population is mugh less dense 
than that of our eastern states or that of 
China proper. The latest estimates give it 
nearly the population of New York and 
Massachusetts combined—about 8,500,000. 

The original Manchurians were not Chi- 
nese. They were a part of the “outside 
barbarian’’ world, against which the Chi- 
nesé built their great wall. The present 
Chinese imperial dynasty, hewever, is Man- 
churian, coming from Mukden, the Manchu 
capital, where their dead ancestors are 
buried. Hence Mukden is a sacred city in 
the eyes of Chinese courtiers, and its cap- 
ture by the Japs in the recent war had a 
corresponding political effect. 

The Manchu language is employed in the 
Chinese court, but is not understood by 
the Chinese proper. When Manchuria was 
added to the empire it was under-populated, 
much as our country was by the Indians, 
and to fill it up the Chinese transplanted 
there Chinese Mohometans from central 
Asia and other mixed peoples. For this 
reason the inhabitants of Manchuria are 
now of many races and tongues, a fact 
which makes it easier to hold them in 
subjection. 

Newchang, at the apex of the Gulf of 
Liaotung, is in about the latitude of New 
York City. Port Arthur is at the point of 
a long peninsula which divides the Gulf ot 
Pechili from the Yellow Sea, and which 


is fancifully known as “The Regent's 
Sword.’’ Its latitude is that of Baltimore. 

The climate, however, seems to be more 
Severe in southern Manchuria than in New 
York and Baltimore. The presence of the 
vast mass of the Asian continent behind 
the Yellow Sea subjects the coast to bliz- 
zards from the west which make the win- 
ter bitter cold. | 


Russia has in Manchuria two claims—one 
good, the other good enough to bluff upon 
until she is “‘called.’’ She has a legal right 
under treaty with China to maintain her 
railroads in Manchuria and to keep troops 
there to guard the Hnes. Since the Boxer 
troubles, however, Russia has kept strong 
bodies of troops in towns that are nowhere 
near the railroads, practically occupying 
and controlling the whole country. It is 
this latter and wider occupation, permit- 
ted at the time as a supposed measure of 
safeguarding foreigners in China during the 
troubles that Russia has promised again 
and again to end, but has not ended. As 
Japan conquered all that region once and 
was “shooed’’ out of it by the allied pow- 
ers, this naturally roused her ire, especial]- 
ly, though as a simple matted of business 
the United States and other nations have 
sought assurances from Russia that she 
would retire from an occupation which is 
no longer warranted. 


Manchuria’s possibilities may be com- 
pared roughly to those of our north Atlan- 
tic states. Its splended wheat harvests cal} 
every year thousands of Chinese laborers 
northward, and many of these remain. 
The mountains are full of mineral wealth, 
the fields are broad and fertile, the har- 
bors excellent and commanding from the 
military point of view. Port Arthffir com- 
mands Pekin and the most populous provy- 
inces of China.

Wheat now costs delivered ovér a dollar 

a bushel, writes the Nashville (Tenn.) cor- 
respondent of the Modern Miller. One of 
the local milis bought 15,000 bu at a dollar 
delivered early this week, but since paid 
$1.00% for 10,000 bu delivered. None of this 
came from B8t. Louis and none will 
bought there between now ‘and the 
crop if millers remain in their present 
State of mind. What is being obtained 
comes from the interior of Illinois,. Kan- 
sas, Colorado and the Southwest. Small 
mills in a great many instances are now 
running one, two and three days in 
week, but will probably be entirely closed 
before new wheat is on the market., 

Investigation at a meeting of the Texas 
State millers, held at Ft. Worth the past 
week developed the fact that there is ap- 
proximately 2,000,000 bu in the hands of the 
millevs of this state and probably about 2 
per cent of the entire Texas crop remains 
in farmers’ hands. 

Secretary Coburn of the Kansas agricu!- 
tural department is credited with hav'ng 
made the statement that the wheat crop 
of that state is in good condition. 

Liverpool, grain house cables: ‘Wheat 
Strong, with active demand; better quali- 
ties scarce, Corn firm, with smaller sup- 
plies, advancing In sympathy with wheat, 
“hipments too small to allow of much of 
a decline.” 

Cash business in Chicago Saturday was 
quite active, including 15,000 bu No, 1 
Northern and 60,000 bu No. 8 spring wheat;

Although recefpts of wheat at St. Louis 
and Kansas City are still large for season 
of the year, mainly made up of hard win- 
ter, receivers of the home market state 
that Kansas shippers have shut off their 
offerings entirely and pay no attention to 
bids as high as 84% for No. 3 hard sent out 
from here. They write that Kansas milis 
are paying equal to ec.
